A nineteenth century ¡aw 
which prevented the sale of in ­ 
toxicants to Indians has been 
officially r e m o v e d from the 
state and federal lawbooks. 
In actions taken by Federal 
and state governm ents, the iaw 
has been changed to allow the 
Indian to buy and consum e li­ 
quor. and to purchase firearm s 
or other articles used in h u n t­ 
ing and other pursuants, 
INDIAN AGENT Ned M itchell 
of the Agua C aliente Indian 
Tribe of M ission Indians, renort- 
ed today, though, that the Bu­ 
reau of Indian A ffairs in S ac­ 
ram ento has wired W ashington 
for clarification of the new law . 
“It (the law ) does not state 
whether or not the Indian can 
dispense or consum e intoxicants 
on the reservation, and until 
that point is cleared by leg is­ 
lators, it w ill be prohibited," 
M itchell said. 
The clarification w ill be a n ­ 
nounced as soon as it is re­ 
ceived here. 
HOWEVER, THE local Indian 


can purchase and consum e in ­ 
toxicants off the reservation; 
he can purchase firearms, am ­ 
m unition. and other hunting 
articles. 
The state legislature, which 
during the 1953 session am end­ 
ed the penal code of this slate 
to allow Indians the right to 
buy intoxicants, stated in the 
law that it is no longer illegal 
to sell intoxicating liquor to an 
Indian unless he is known to 
be an "habitual or common 
drunkard or a person who has 
been legally adjudged incom- 
petant or insane by a court of 
this slate." 
RIVERSIDE COUNTY District 
Attorney W illiam O. M ackey, in 
com m enting on the am ended 
law, stated that the Citv of 
Palm Springs is in ho way e x ­ 
cepted from the operation of 
the law as am ended. 
The state law w as to become 
effective as (,t Septem ber 9, 
¡1953, bul is superseded by fed­ 
eral legislation.

Keep to Right 


“Only th e far right will be 
all right!" 
One of the 133 vehicle code 
changes 
to 
become 
effective 
on Septem ber 9 cites th e truth 
of this statem en t to a consid­ 
erable segm ent of C alifornia's 
vehicle 
population. 
Com mis­ 
sioner B. R. Caldwell of the 
C alifornia Highway Patrol a n ­ 
nounced today. 
“Beginning Septem ber 9. any 
vehicle w hich is norm ally re­ 
quired to be driven at a re­ 
duced m axim um speed because 
of weight, will also be required 
to operate in the right hand 
lane of traffic or as close as 
practicable to the right edge or 
curb.” Caldw ell explains. 


VEHICLES AFFECTED by 'h is 
am endm ent include any motor 
truck and trailer, any motor 
t r u c k alone or truck tractor 
w ith a sem itrailer when the 
gross w eight is 25,000 pounds 
or more, and any vehicle with 
solid rubber or m etal tires. 
Only exception to this pro­ 
vision w ill be to allow these 
vehicles to leave the right hand 
lan e when passing another ve­ 
hicle proceeding in the sam e d i­ 
rection or when preparing to 
m ake a left turn.
